Dropout numbers challenge state

The daunting problem of high 
school drop out levels, and their 
effect on individuals, employers, 
and the economic climate was 
debated last Thursday at the Wayne 
County Regional Education 
Association (RESA) offices. 

The forum, entitled “Dropouts: 
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One is Too Many,’ was attended by 
parents, educators, superintend- 
ents, community leaders and law 
enforcers. It was sponsored by the 
Michigan Education Association, 


Michigan Association of 
Intermediate School 
Administrators, the Kent 


Intermediate School District, 
Michigan’s Children, Michigan’s 
Charter Schools, and Michigan’s 
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Promise. 

The purpose of the forum was to 
brainstorm new solutions aimed at 
keeping students in school until 
graduation, and to debate the prob- 
lem in Wayne County, where half of 
school districts and two-thirds of 
public school academies have 
dropout rates above the state aver-

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No plans 
evident at 
track site

About two years after a 
Canadian race track operator 
opted out of a development in 
Romulus, conjecture continues 
regarding the fate of a piece of 
prime real estate at the corner of 
Vining Road and Interstate 94. 

Mayor Alan Lambert said he has 
had discussions with Lorne Kumar 
of Magna Entertainment, who said 
he had developers and other busi- 
nesses look at the site for potential 
new projects. 

(Kumar) told me that some 
developers — and some retailers, 
expressed interest in the land,” 
Lambert said. “He didn’t tell me 
exactly what the projects could be.” 

Officials at Magna shocked the 
city when they backed out of a deal 
to construct a $100 million 
horseracing track that would have 
been on the Vining Road parcel. 

The track was part of a “racino” 
concept the vacant land surround- 
ing Detroit Metropolitan Airport 
that — when paired with a casino — 
would have been the cornerstone 
to making Romulus an entertain- 


ment destination for all of 


Southeast Michigan. 

The city had worked with Magna 
officials for three years on the plan 
only to have the deal fall apart 
amid speculation that earnings 
reports for Magna were somewhat 
less than expected. 

Since then, a Wayne County- 
backed track was built and opened 
in Huron Township, and city and 
company officials have discussed 
the feasibility of building malls, 
shopping centers, and other proj- 
ects on the site. 

Magna owns the land at Vining 
and has not opted to sell the prop- 
erty. Currently, the company is com- 
pleting demographic research will 
look at several factors, including 
the number of shopping entities in 
the area, the income levels of resi- 
dents, and the amount of discre- 
tionary income residents can tap 
into to support such a development, 
according to officials. 

The last two years have not 
brought the type of commercial 
development city officials would 
like to see, beginning with the race- 
track situation. Since then, the 
prospects for a casino have 
dimmed when Congress spiked a 
bill that would have cleared the 
way for an Indian casino to open,

Police continue search for victim of hotel abduction

Three weeks after a Romulus 
resident was abducted by a group of 
armed individuals at an area hotel, 
there is little information about the 
victim or his fate available to police. 

Romulus Deputy Police Chief 
Michael St. Andre said investigators 
have not heard from 26-year-old 
Dorale LaShawn Doyle, who wit- 
nesses said was forced into a black 
2008 Chrysler Town & Country 
minivan by several armed men out- 
side the Ramada Inn Hotel in 
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Romulus Sept. 3. 

“We have not heard from him at 
this point,” said St. Andre. “Also, 
family members have not returned 
our calls. It’s still under investiga- 
tion, and that’s about as far as I can 
go at this point.” 

Doyle’s abduction took place out- 
side the hotel, which is located at 
31119 Flynn Dr, police said. A sus- 
pect identified as Monroe Jackson, 
and another man took Doyle out of 
the vehicle at gunpoint. Jackson 
and the accomplice forced Doyle 
into the black Town & Country 
minivan and broceeded to drive 
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away in an unknown direction, 
police said. 

Police believe another suspect, 
Lashondra Jackson, and an addi- 
tional armed man ordered a pas- 
senger traveling with Doyle out of 
the Grand Caravan and stole the 
vehicle. 

Both vehicles left in an unknown 
direction from the hotel. 

Though several leads have been 
phoned into the department, police 
are still waiting to hear from two 
persons of interest in the case, who 
have contacted officers looking into 
the matter. 
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“Two of the persons of interest 
called Det. (Dewayne) DeCaires, 
and we’re hoping they come in for 
an interview,’ he said. 

There are no warrants for arrest 
for the two persons of interest who 
contacted police, St. Andre said. 

Currently, investigators are look- 
ing for the victim, two suspects, and 
two area residents described as 
persons of interest. 

Doral Doyle is a 26-year-old 
black male who is 5-feet, 10-inches 
tall.

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Strawberry festival may return to Main Street

The Belleville National 
Strawberry Festiyal could return to 
Main Street next year. 

Organizers and festival board of 
directors want to move the arts, 
crafts and juried vendors with some 
children’s rides back to the street, 
but keep the carnival at Belleville 
High School for the 2009 event. 

“The high school did not work. It 
was a more contained area I will 
agree with that,’but it’s important 
~ the event goes back on Main Street if 
it continues in Belleville,” said Joan 
Bodnar, executive director of the fes- 
tival. “It’s an asset to Belleville and it 
brings over 200,000 people here. 

“We want you (city councilmem- 
bers) to please re-look having it on 
Main Street,” she added. 

Festival officials said there was a 
decline in attendance this year. 
Expanding the festival area will give 
businesses in the area the ability to 
purchase booth space on Main 
Street at a reduced rate, as well as 
provide the festival the ability to 
monitor activities in the area, 
according to Bodnar. 

“We worked extremely hard to 
make this successful,” said Bill 


Wolters, a chamber representative 
for the festival. “People put in an 
incredible amount of hours from all 
avenues to make it successful.” 

Belleville Area Chamber of 
Commerce members, big supporters 
of the event, said the festival should 
return back to Main Street because 
of funding that is used to support 
assets the city doesn’t provide. 
Moving the festival this year, howev- 
er, caused a reduction in revenue, 
which in turn affected operations 
and services the chamber provides, 
officials said. 

Sharon Pokerwinski, secretary of 
the festival board, said it doesn’t 
only affect that, but the churches, as 
well, Business owner Shawna 
Austin said it’s also affecting area 
businesses. She’s in support of 
bringing the event back to Main 
Street, she said. 

“As a business owner, I feel it’s 
important for it to come back down- 
town,” she said. 

In 2007, there were security 
issues and concerns with security at 
the Strawberry Festival, which 
prompted the move, so officials went 
to work and beefed up security, said 
Mark Burger, president elect for the 
board of directors for the chamber. 
He said with the proper security this 


past festival of 2008 proved to be a 
successful festival without major 
incidents. 

Councilman George Chedraue 
said there were many business own- 
ers who said they didn’t want the 
event on Main Street because they 
felt fearful their store would be bro- 
ken into. 

“There’s only one businessper- 
son who said that,” Bodnar respond- 
ed. 

“The chamber is looking to sup- 
port additional security on Main 
Street,” added Burger. 

Business owner Mike Foley of 
Frosty Boy, said he has come to 
accept the Strawberry Festival. 

“It’s done a lot of good, it’s one 
weekend and it’s tradition. It’s a 
very valuable asset,’ said Foley. “It's 
great to show the demeanor of busi- 
ness folks and people in the area. 
The event should be nurtured by all 
and I would encourage the city to 
lock deeper into the budget for secu- 
rity.” 

Jane Vesche, owner of Main 
Street Flowers, asked why business 
owners have to pay for a booth in 
front of their stores. 

“T want it empty, can I ask for 
that?” she said. “I pay taxes, I pay 
insurance; it’s my business. I would

Women walk to cure cancer

Last year Gretchen Stahl and 
her son pulled to the side of the 
road to cheer on a group hikers 
walking through Plymouth. This 
year. she is taking more of an 
active role. 

Stahl will join hundreds of 
Plymouth and surrounding com- 
munity residents who will walk a 
three-day 60-mile course through 
Oakland and Wayne counties this 
weekend to fight against cancer as 
part of the annual Susan G. 
Komen 3 Day Breast Cancer Walk 
for a Cure. 

As one in everv eight women in 
America will develop some form 
of breast cancer in their lifetime, 
the Breast Cancer Walk, a 
fundraising event that occurs in’ 


14 US cities between August‘and ‘~ 


November that raises millions of 
dollars for breast cancer 
research, education, and commu- 
nity outreach programs, is grow- 
ing in size and popularity. 
Officials are expecting more 
than 2,300 participants in 
Michigan this weekend and 
exceeding $5.6 million in funds. 
More than $86 million was raised 
during the 2007 walk campaign.

age of 15 percent. 

But the dropout problem — which 
State figures indicate lead to 
increase crime, decreased econom- 
ic earning potential, is a multi- 
faceted one that will require district 
to learn more about the challenging 
problems faced by students, who 
must bear the brunt of dropping out 
for a lifetime. 

The solutions depend on educa- 
tors being able to create flexibility 
for students to ensure their ability to 
participate in the workforce beyond 
high school, said forum attendees 
and speakers. 


Standards create new pressure 

High school students drop out of 
classes for a number of reasons, 
including the inability to learn, 
social acceptance, parental support 
and the inability of school officials 
to respond to various situations. 

Dr. Derrick Fries, a researcher at 
Eastern Michigan University and a 
former educator, said students who 
face challenges on any of these 
fronts need options, especially 
when it comes to new statewide 
educational standards that some 
students aren’t prepared for. 

“I’m all for high standards,” he 
said. ‘But in some cases, there are 
students that could be forced out (by 
the math requirements),” he said. 

Fries looked at high schools dur- 
ing his research, and discovered 
that students who carry a 2.0 grade 
point average are likely not to pass 


through an extensive training to 
prepare their bodies for the expe- 
rience of walking 60 miles in 72 
hours. 

Stahl, a Plymouth resident, 
who has teamed up with a group 
of friends to participate in the 
three day walk said she was 
“inspired” to participate after 
seeing the army of walkers in pink 
travel through town last year She 
was also motivated by her mother, 
a breast cancer survivor. 

‘This is a worthy cause. We can 
get rid of cancer or prevent it 
from happening,” Stahl added. 

According to walk organizers, 
the Plymouth community is one of 
the favorite stops on the course 
due to the numbers of supporters 
who come out and cheer partici- 
pants On.-*/) 252228 <<: 

‘Tm a little biased but as far as 
Pm ‘concerned Plymouth is the 
best community around,” said 3- 
Day Walk National Spokeswoman 
and former Plymouth resident 
Jenne Fromm. 

Fromm added that having bal- 
loons, banners and crowds to 
cheer on walk participants is just 
as important to the event as the 
people walking the course. 

“The people who are walking 
in this event have been training 
for months. They have put so 
much time and energy in 
this....the energy they get from 


the rigorous Algebra II standard out 
into place by the state, and the prob- 
lem is not that they’re unwilling to 
learn the material.

Margaret Sayles Harner, the pro}- 
ect director of Student Advocacy 
Center of Michigan, said there are 
valid reasons for students to be 
expelled. However, she also said 
students who amend their behavior 
should get another chance. 

“We don’t have a drop-out prob- 
lem, we have a push-out problem,” 
she said. 

Sayles Harner said she is cur- 
rently working with a student who 
was expelled from Ann Arbor 
Pioneer High School. The student 
went through a special program 
designed to encourage good behav- 
ior, and demonstrated progress in 
that department. Officials at 
Pioneer refused to let him re-enter 
school. 

“He now takes two buses with 
one transfer to Ypsilanti High 
School just to get to school,” she 
said. “This shouldn’t be that diffi- 
cult.” 





these crowds really means the 
world to them,” said Fromm. 
“Being part of the three day at any 
level will change you. It’s a life- 
changing experience no matter 
how you touch it.” 

Former Plymouth Mayor Dan 
Dwyer, who has walked in the 
event in the past and is_partici- 
pating this weekend, said 
Plymouth often is supportive of 
people who are trying to make a 
difference and he expects com- 
munity residents to be out in force 
this weekend. 

“It really helps when people 
get out there to cheer you on. It’s 
a win-win for everybody.’

Trust issues also come into play 
for students who consider leaving 
school, especially those who have 
troubles at home. 

“There needs to be at least one 
adult at the school that a student 
feels he or she can trust,” Sayles 
Harner said. “That would make a 
huge difference.” 


Schools cope with problem 

Dropout rates have been an issue 
for Romulus Community Schools. 
The 2007 dropout rate is measured 
at 15.58 percent, which is slightly 
above the state average. 

Schools Superintendent Carl 
Weiss did not immediately return 
calls seeking comment about the 
dropout issue, but Romulus current- 
ly offers both vocational and alter- 
native education options, which 
help many students stay in school. 

Later attendance and other spe- 
cialized options are part of the dis- 
trict alternative program. 

Wayne-Westland Schools, which 
educates a student body of about 
12,800 students, has a drop-out rate 
of 16.26 percent, according to the 
State of Michigan 2007 4-Year 
Cohort Graduation and Dropout 
Rate Report. 

Greg Cooper, director of curricu- 
lum for the district, testified at the 
forum. He said the district has made 
great strides in curbing dropouts 
through vocational education, tech- 
nology and credit recovery. 

“We have a seven-period credit 
recovery on-line program that has a 
pre-test and a post-test so that we 
can measure a student’s progress,” 
he said. “This program is taught by a

Romulus Mayor Alan Lambert 
said he will be happy to send a rep- 
resentative from his city to Inkster to 
explain how the cost of a study that 
opposed the Detroit Metropolitan 
Airport Master Plan was formulated. 

“T don’t take their questioning 
(the payment) as opposition, and 
we'd be happy to send someone over 
there so the Inkster council under- 
stands how we came to the figures 
we did.” 

Inkster City Council members 
tabled a measure to pay a portion of 
the cost of a study that provided 
information regarding the impact of 
a proposed airport expansion their 
regular meeting Monday, Sept. 15. 

The payment, which is $11,830.77, 
is the city portion of the coat of a 
study that was used by the cities of 
Romulus, Inkster, Dearborn Heights, 
and Taylor. 

Lambert said Inkster was the 
only city that has requested to take a 
longer look at the payment request. 

On Sept. 18, some Inkster council 
members questioned the amount of 
the payment and the methodology 
used to determine that amount. 
Councilman Courtney Owens said 
he was concerned some of the 
invoices incurred by the cities pre- 
dated Inkster’s involvement in the 
fight against the master plan. 

Inkster Mayor Hilliard Hampton 
suggested that the council invite 
Romulus Economic Development 
Director Tim Keyes to an Inkster 
meeting to discuss the amount. 
Lambert said he would likely ask 
Keyes to attend an Inkster meeting 
to make sure everyone involved in 
the situation understands how the 
process has worked. 

The airport master plan would 
have resulted in a loss of land for the 
city of Romulus because the plan 
included a fifth parallel runway 
along Eureka Road. 

Romulus officials were con- 
cerned about the land, but other 
cities — like Inkster - were mainly 
concerned about louder, and more 
frequent, aircraft noise. 

Inkster currently does not receive 
any federal dollars for soundproof- 
ing or other provisions to help resi- 
dents cope with noise. 


highly-qualified teacher. 

“We also have the William D. 
Ford Center, which is a huge plus,” 
Cooper added. 

Summer school — which has 
often been an undesirable option 
for students and parents — is also 
encouraged, Cooper added. 

‘We have summer school classes 
for $30 per student,” he said. “Of the 
467 students we had in classes, 92.5 
percent of them had recovered 
credit.” 


Stigma attached 

Though districts and economists 
believe the best case scenario for 
the state in terms of job attraction is 
keeping students in school until 
graduation. At least one speaker 
said he believed the stigma of drop- 
ping out of high exacts an unneces- 
sary toll on students. 

Richard Zeily, who has organized 
and operated several parochial and 
charter schools, said, “Look at the 
name of this forum — Drop-outs: One 
is Too Many.” If we’re interested in 
self-esteem, what kind of message 
does this send? It used to be that ifa 
student had to leave school, he got a 
job, and was accepted by the com- 
munity as an adult.” 

The hearing at RESA is part of a 
statewide series of hearings about 
the drop-out crisis that began earli- 
er this year. Attended by students, 
parents and educators, as well as 
law enforcement, business, commu- 
nity and faith leaders, these hear- 
ings provide a venue for discussion 
about the variety of causes and solu- 
tions to decrease the dropout rate, 
officials said.

Being in the later part of 
my life and my children gown and gone, this 
dog was mine and not my kids’. When you 
have kids and a dog, you are the one that 
picks up after him and makes sure he has 
food and water, but that’s about it. But later 
in life, an animal becomes a friend and com- 
panion that shares your life with everyday 
happenings. Bernie was that to me, we 
would walk in the early mornings when the 
sound of traffic was almost gone and the 
morning dew was in the air before the heat 
of the day was too much to bear for an older 
man and his dog. 

We would sit in the living room together 
after our morning jaunt around the neigh- 
borhood and watch TV and this dog, believe 
it or not, would sit next to me on my couch 
like a person, his butt on the seat and actual- 
ly push against me for room.

Now Bernie was considered a giant in his 
breed (Old English Sheepdog), he always 
weighed around 130 pounds and was nick- 
named by our best friends as the Gentle 
Giant of the neighborhood.

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Racism 
rears it’s 


ugly head 


There are some big changes afoot in 
Inkster with the selection of a new city man- 
ager. 

For starters, when I walked into the coun- 
cil chambers at Inkster City Hall two 
Saturdays ago, I expected that it to be a long, 
boring day, just like it was in 2004, when the 
council decided to hire Joyce Parker. 

For the most part, it was, until the very 
end. 

After five interviews, the council decided 
to discuss the candidates, and that’s when the 
fireworks started. 

Getting to a consensus — and it’s not that 
one is required, just desired — was difficult 
this time, and several members charged with 
the responsibility of picking the next manag- 
er made comments that made the community 
appear far less progressive than it actually is. 

After a long debate about former city plan- 
ner Richard Wooten and former Taylor 
Economic Development Director Fred Zorn 
(who has been offered the job), Mayor 
Hilliard Hampton —- once he saw the council 
was not going to back his choice, which was 
Wooten — told the council and the six or so 
interested residents that he wanted to look 
into allegations that African Americans were 
forced from their homes at a public housing 
cluster in Taylor, thereby insinuating that 
Zorn may have been involved. 

This was inappropriate in so many ways — 
and if it this were actually a larger concern, 
why wasn’t Zorn asked about it during his 
interview? 

At some point in the interview 
Councilman Courtney Owens said Hampton 
wanted Wooten because he was “‘y’alls boy,’ 
in a reference to Congresswoman Carolyn 
Cheeks Kilpatrick’s now-infamous speech 
about her son, Kwame, the embattled former 
mayor of Detroit. 

You have to wonder whether, as potential 
investors look at Inkster, if they’re really 
going to take the city seriously after this sort 
of thing. 

You also have to wonder about the effects 
of the meeting on Zorn, who has to decide 
whether he wants the job when a unanimous 
hire for the position was forced. 

We'll see what happens. But one thing we 
do know is, whatever the outcome, its bound 
to be interesting.

Jerry Champagne, director of the township 
public safety department.

He 
was assaulted by three or four unknown 
teens. His injuries were the result of punch- 
es and he did not seek medical attention.” 

King said she did not give her daughter 
permission to have a party. She said she was 
‘very disappointed” in her daughter. She 
added that her daughter is not happy with 
the restrictions imposed on her as a result of 
the incident, either. 

“As that would likely be the stance any 
teenager would take,” King said. “However, 
she needs to understand that my trust was 
violated and that will take time to regain. 

‘The fact that a bunch of trouble makers 
showed up with the resulting shots fired, and 
a car chase, is what makes this incident even 
more unsettling than it just being an unau- 
thorized (parent approved) party,” she 
added. “I am very sorry it happened and 
potentially exposed her, her friends, the

“T assure you that we will be taking any 
and all gang activity very seriously and we 
will aggressively work to counteract on any 
problems before they get out of hand,” said 
Champagne.

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College to request reduced tax millage

The Wayne County Community 
College District (WCCCD) will ask 
Wayne County voters to help con- 
tinue to support the schools on the 
November ballot. 

The college is seeking the 
renewal and reduction of the cur- 
rent 1.5 mill property tax levy, 
which was first approved in 
November 2001 for 10 years. The 
request is for 1.25 mills, which 
would go into effect in 2011. It is not 
a tax increase, but it will ensure 
open-door educational opportuni- 
ties for everyone, according to offi- 
cials. 

“The reality check is it will sig- 
nificantly affect the ability to pro- 
vide services that many students 
have enjoyed over the years,” said 
Vidya Moorthy, spokesperson for 
the college district. 

There are three main sources of 
revenue for the college: property 
tax, tuition and student appropria- 
tion. The November request will 
reduce the current 2.5 mills for vot- 
ers, if approved. Of the current 
rate, 1.5 mills is permanent and 1.5 
was appropriated by the voters, 
Moorthy said. The new rate would 
be a reduction of .25 mill. 

“It’s important for the district to 
ensure the revenue is in place 
because so much is on the line,” 
she said. “We need to know now 
because a significant portion of the 
annual budget is on the line, too, 
and we need to know as much as 
possible in advance.” 

The college district encompass- 
es 32 communities, about 500 
square miles and about 2.3 million 
people. It also serves nearly 70,000 
credit and non-credit students 
every semester, according to offi- 
cials. , 

‘“WCCCD is an institution that is 
critical to the region and the need 
is evidenced by our soaring student 
enrollment,” said Dr. Curtis Ivery, 

‘chancellor of the college. “This is 
more so in today’s challenging eco- 
nomic times—at nearly 9 percent, 
Michigan has the highest unem- 


oe 
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ployment rate in the nation and 
within Michigan it is southeast 
Michigan that is going through the 
most turbulent times. 

“Also, the paradigm shift in the 
workforce places additional 
emphasis on the importance of our 
Workforce Development programs, 
which help train and retrain work- 
ers for new skills and new careers,’ 
he added. 

The college plays an essential 
role in better preparing people for 
jobs so that they can live a better 
life. It also plays an important role 
in job retraining for laid-off work- 
ers and other in career transitions, 
officials said. 

“Essentially, the district is 
preparing students for careers of 
the future by offering retraining at 
an affordable price,” said Moorthy. 
“All these things are vital to contin- 
ue to provide and keep the momen- 
tum going. We need the resources 
to keep suitable; we have built and 
maintained and are growing, but 
from here on out there’s still work 
that needs to be done.” 

Not only does the college have 
more than 90 programs and cours- 
es and a culturally diverse student 
body representing 60 countries, it 
also had massive capital improve- 
ment programs at all five campus 
locations, officials said. 

‘The larger point is we are ona 
strategic investment path. Our cam- 
pus transformation has been signif- 
icant and dramatic,” said Moorthy. 

Students, like Wanda Hanson of 
Belleville, said she will absolutely 
be voting ‘yes’ on the millage. 
Anything to benefit the schools, 
education and the opportunity for 
everyone is something she sup- 
ports, Hanson said. 

“Tt’s a great school, the nursing 
program is great, it’s close to home 
and I get to do work-study. It’s been 
a well-rounded balance and expe- 
rience for me,” she said. 

Hanson, a work-study student at 
the college for two years, originally 
chose the school because of all the 
‘positives’ she heard. She was in 
‘Corporate America’ for many 
years, she said, and wanted to pick- 
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up different skills to change 
careers. 

“You get a lot more one on one 
time and help from everyone so I 
feel it really does benefit,’ Hanson 
said. “It’s a second career opportu- 
nity for me so I see all ages here. 

“T think the community should 
be supportive and aware of what 
the community college is doing for 
the area, especially in this econo- 
my,” she added. 

“The college opens the door to 
those people, they’re there and 
surely it’s a positive to have right at 
their back door.”

If the millage is not approved, 
college officials said they will most 
likely have to make program, facili- 
ty and services cuts. 

“We really haven’t conducted a

We do 
expect the enrollment trend to con- 
tinue to expand. We had 7,824 stu- 
dents alone at the western campus 
in the spring 2008 semester and we 
continue to grow. We want area res- 
idents and voters to know we're on 
the ballot.”

The Northville Mustangs have 
won nearly as many games this 
year as they have in the last three 
years combined.

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Belleville spikers hope are set to succeed in new division

The Belleville Lady Tiger varsity volleyball 
squad was the Mega White Champs last sea- 
son and moved up to the tougher Mega Red 
division for the 2008 campaign.

Belleville lost its first two league matches 
against Monroe and Dearborn last week but 
played well in the University of Michigan- 
Dearborn Tournament on Saturday.

The team faired better in the tournament 
play. For the second consecutive year 
Belleville won the Berkley Invitational, beat- 
ing teams like John Glenn and Northville. 
Belelville opened the season at the Hartland 
Tournament on Aug. 23. The Tigers made it 
through to the gold pool but lost to 
Birmingham Lahser in the first round of the 
playoffs, according Villa. 

On Saturday, Belleville lost its first match 
to Canton (25-10, 25-14) but came back to 
knock off Plymouth Christian Academy and 
Hamtramck to make it to the gold pool again 
as the eighth and final seed.

The Belleville Tigers struggled early again 
last week, leading to a 446 Mega Red loss to 
the Titans at Southgate on Friday.

Junior full back Antonio 
LaBoda was good for 60 yards on 14 carries. 

Junior outside linebacker Alantae Phelan, 
senior defensive end Josh Robakiewicz and 
Cigan—as a defensive end—carried the work- 
load on defense, according to LaPointe. 

‘They are the strength of the defense,’ he 
said.‘‘We had a few starters out, which didn't 
help. Not that the back-ups didn’t play well; 
it’s just hard to replace starters.”

Executive Assistant Ireland stated the Township received the application for 
tax abatement from Statewide Boring & Machine requesting tax abatement in an existing 
Industrial Development District #8, located on Haggerty Road, on real property for a 
foundation pad in, the ai ount of $30,000 and_on pers onal =PLOpE equipment in the . 
amount of $320,000 for a total of $350,000 for the=pro} 
technology to machine parts for pharmaceutical and “aerospace industries. Statewide ™ 
Boring & Machine have an existing 2006 Industrial Facilities Exemption Certificate for 
equipment and is in compliance with the yearly reporting requirements as outlined in the 
Agreements currently in effect and currently has no delinquent taxes. Van Buren 
Township has received no objections from any other taxing jurisdictions. Under the 
Township’s Board approved Tax Abatement Policy, Statewide Boring & Machine qualifies 
for six year tax abatement. Statewide Boring & Machine anticipates adding an additional 
two new jobs. Based on the existing tax rate, over the six (6) year period with out the 
abatement, Statewide Boring & Machine would pay approximately $4,423 in Township 
taxes, and with the abatement they will pay approximately $2,211. 





Board members made the following comments: Trustee Hart ask the applicant what type 
of parts are manufactured and what companies they do work for. The applicant stated 
most of the companies are from out of state and they have done work for Pfizer a 
research-based pharmaceutical company, a machine that will build the nose of an airplane 
for an aerospace company and a windmill company. Trustee Rochowiak inquired how 
many employees were added for the first abatement in 2006. The applicant stated to run 
the equipment two skilled labor positions have been hired for each of the two shifts per 
day with an additional driver and maintenance staff. Clerk Payne reiterated this abate- 
ment is for six years with the investment in the amount of $350,000. Trustee Clair 
thanked the company for being able to assess and determine the need to expand in the 
township.
